The separation of the nitrogen from 
the oxygen in the air is accomplished 
by compressing the air into liquid 
form. The nitrogen, which boils first, 
at about 320 degrees below zero 
(Fahrenheit) is ied away by special- 


Which boils at about 295 below, is 
utilized, on account of its intensely 
low tempearture, to assist in the 
liquefaction process, Ultimately it 
escapes into the air again. 

The nitrogen gathered in this man- 
ner is put into form for use by com- 
bining it with calcium carbide, a sub- 
stance known to. practically every 
automobilist owing to 
odor. Carbide is

where electricity is very cheap. When 
carbide is heated jn an atmosphere 
of nitrogen it absorbs the nitrogen, 
forming a compound known as nitro- 
lim. This ig the new fertilizing pro 
duct which Norway is now producing 
on a wholesale scale. 

The power for the gigantic Odda 
plant is furnished by the nearby 
waterfalls. The lime and coal are 
fused together in a series of furnaces, 


each employing 3,000 horsepower. 
All the pyrotechnics of the steel! fur, 
ance are eclipsed when one of the 


great Odda crucibles is tapped, for 
the molten carbide flows forth with 
a glare that no man dare face with 
unprotected eyes. 

Meanwhile the production of the 
nitrogen is peing pursued in another 
department. Air for the purpose is 
drawn in great inlet pipes from the 
mountain tops. This was found 
necessary because the air in the val- 
ley around the great works was found 
{to contain traces of acetylene 
from the carbide. Acetylene gas 
under pressure is dangerously explo- 


sive, and even a trace of it in the 
liquefaction plant 

cause the destruction of the entire 
plant. 


The nitrogen from the liquefaction 
plant is turned into cylinders _ filled 
with powdered carbide, which are 
heated from the centre by the passage 
of an electric current through a piece 
of carbon, and as the temperature 
rises the carbide absorbs the nitrogen

Comprehensive Pians For the Beauti- 
fication of Ottawa and Hull 


Comprehensive plans for the peauti- 
fication, development and replanning 
of the Canadian capital have been pre- 
sented to parliament. The finance 
minister laid on the table of the house 
the report of the federal town plan- 
ning commission, which was appoint- 
ed in June of 191%, under the chair- 
mavpship of Sit Herbert Holt, to draw 
up a plan for the beautification of Ot- 
tawa and Hull, the location and archi- 
tectural character of the public build- 
ings, park systems, traffic and trans- 
portation arrangements, etc 

The commissioners, after two years 
of very careful and expert investiga- 
tion, have made elaborate  recom- 
mendations for a federal district ana 
a federal capital rivalling in beauty, 
convenience and impressiveness what 
has been done at Washington or at 
any other capital cities of the world. 
The plans along which development 
should proceed are given, but there 
is no estimate of cost. In this respect, 
however, the coxmissioners declare 
that the expenditure could run over 
a series of years, and the return in 
beauty and in the industrial econo- 
mies of city organization would be 
commensurate with the total cost.

The 
men employed in railway train ser- 
vice are asking a 25 per cent, in- 
crease in pay for exactly the work 
they have been doing, and under the 
same conditions, except as to pay. As 
with the farm hand, the working con- 
ditions of railway train service men 
have been vonstantly improved at the 
expense of the employers. Govern- 
ment statistics prove that the hazard 
of their occupation has steadily de- 
creased. This is the result of millions 
spent by the railroads for better road- 
\beds, heavier rails, double tracks, 
block signals, automatic couplers, air 
brakes, mechanical stokers, oil burn- 
ing engines and many other safety 
and labor-saving devices, for which 
the employees made no investment 
and assumed no financial risk. 

The men who are now asking for 
25 per cent, higher pay are and al- 
ways have been the best paid of all 
railway employees, Their wages range 
from $800 a year for inexperienced 
brakemen to nearly $4,000 a year for 
engineers on the best runs. The aver- 
ag» wages of the 800,000 employees 
who are demanding an increase are 
$1,253.37 a year, an increase of 40 per 
cent, since 1904. The 1,400,000 other 
railway employees average $684.78 a

Increased Demand for Flax Will Like- 
ly Resuit in More Acreage 
Sown 


A new situation has been created 
for the flax industry by the war and 
it seems likely that the increased 
demand for seed and fibre 
sult in greater acreage sown in Can 
ada. The matter was fully discussed 
in the house of commons on March 
lst when a resolution was adopted 
calling for government aid in pro 
moting the cultivation of the crop 
and in the handling of the fibre to 
obtain the highest prices. 

In support of the’ resolution Mr 
S. F. Glass, of Middlesex, said that 
the flax growers of Ontario had . > 
clared themselves in favor of bonus 
ing the industry by the government 
and also of careful experimental work 
by the department of agriculture. 
They suggested too that Irish 
Belgian flax workers should be en 
couraged to emigrate to Canada. A 
good quantity of flax could be grown 


here both as to fibre and the oil pro-| 


duced from the fiax seed, Although 
only five per cent. of the world’s flax 
had been produced in Canada pre- 
vioug to tho war it would now be 
possible to largely increase this 
amount owing to disturbed condi- 
tions in Europe. The countries now 
at war have been producing 49 per 
cent, of the world’s supply 
ern Canada fiax was largely grown 
for seed and in Ontario more 
fibre. The total value of the seed 
production from 1910 to 1915 was 
$87,000,000. The flax fibre grown in 
Ontario, Mr. Glass declared, was as 
good as any in the world and he 
urged that gpecial steps should be 
taken by the governmnt to study 
the best method of developing this 
fibre. 

In the United States a good deal 
of attention has been given to the 
use of the fibre in different ways, 
Recent tests have shown that for 
paper and fibre board there is a 
wide field for utilization of the straw. 
If it be possible, as some authorities 
claim, to produce flax that will fur- 
nish seed of high quality and at the 
same time straw for fibre of high 
standard much advancement will be 
made.

Trawler Skipper 
A Brave Man 


He Risked His Own Life to Cut 
Mine Away to Save Vessel 


On the return to port of the Grims- 
by trawler Pelican, a gallant action on 
the part of the skipper, Fred Firth 
was made known. 

Whilst the gear was being hove in 
it was discovered that a mine was en- 
tangled in the warps, The winch 
was immediately stopped and tho in- 
coming gear checked just as the mine 
bumped lightly on the ship's side. 
The situation was one of extreme 
peril. A roll or lurch of the vessel 
might cause the mine to shift, and 
to explode at any moment. 

Skipper Firta ordered all 
hands to the boat. Then, having 
handed the compass, provisions, 
rockets and water to the men, he 
ordered them to pull away from the 
trawler. 

“But what about you, 
one of the men asked, 

“I’m going to try and clear that 
mine,” he replied. The men demur- 
red, but Firth insisted. ‘Pull clear,” 
he said. “Pull clear, and if anything 
happens try and pick me up.” 

The men rowed clear and then the 
skipper, having donned a life jacket, 
set to work, slowly and gently un- 
winding the warp from the drum of

the winch. Inch by inch the mine 
was lowered, the men in the boat 
waiting, fearin, each moment that 
the ship would roll and bring about 
the dreaded explosion. 

But luck was with the gallant 
skipper. The mine touch the 


water, and at it sank Firth paid out 
120 fathoms of line, so that the ship 
could swing clear of the danger zone, 
It was his intention to buoy the place 
so that mine sweepers could remove 
the menace, but before that could be 
done there was a_ terrific explosion 
which shook the trawler and practi- 
cally swamped the small boat. 

The mine had either bumped on the 
seabed or been fouled by the gear, 
for when the warp was hauled again 
there was nothing but wreckage at 
the end of it. 


The History of Gasoline 


At One Time it Was the Infant Terror 
of the Oil Industry 


Gasoline first compelled public at- 
tention in the role of the little demon 
in the kerosene or coal oil lamp. In this 
capacity it kept the coroner and the 
insurance adjuster working overtime. 

When crude oil was first discovered 
in the Pennsylvania district the publio 
received it as a cure-all for disease im 
stead of a fuel or an illuminant. 

Then it was discovered that by sub- 
jecting it to distillation a certain por 
tion of it could be used for lighting 
purposes, to supplant candles and 
lamps using whale oil and vegetable 
oils. 

But it was found tnat a considerable 
fraction—about twenty per cent.—of 
this ol] had so low a boiling point, was 
80 yolatile and explosive, that it was 
extremely dangerous in lamps. At the 
sign of the coal oil lamp of that 
ploneer period fires and explosions 
were the prevailing program, 

It was soon seen by the refiners that 
if kerosene was to become a popular 
illuminant, the “light boiling point 
fraction” must be taken off the top 
and disposed of in some other way. 
or a considerable time it was turned 
into the nearest streams and allowed 
to dispose of itself by evaporation; 
but experience proved that this was 
a decidedly dangerous method of dis- 
posal. The refiners were forced to reo- 
gnize the fact that in some way they 


}must find a legitimate commercial out 


let for this volatile fiuld, which was so 
explosive that it could not be dumped 
without great peril to life and prop 


| erty. 


Under the pressure of this econom- 
ic necessity, about 1875, a man named 
Hull, who was in touch with the 
Cleveland refineries, invented a vapor 
stove which was the father of the 
oline stove of today. For a time 
is furnished a very considerable out- 
let. A cousiderable quantity of gaso- 
line was also consumed at this period 
in street lamps and out-of-door light- 
ing systems. 

About 1903 the motor car with its 
internal combustion engine, appeared 
on the scene—just in time to rescue 
gasoline consumption from a decided 
setback, due to the fact that gas had 
come into general use for lighting and 
heating purposes and was able, on ac- 
its greater cheapness and 
safety, to push gasoline out of com- 
petition to a great extent.

Kerosene from the throne. The out- 
cast, the infant terror of the oil indus- 
try, has now become the czar of the 
whole empire of petroleum commerce, 
and there are few who do not pause at 
the sign of the garage pump to pay 
him tribute.—TForrest Crissey in the 
Saturday Eveniug Post.
